Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Matsqui  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  Any  person  duly  appointed  to  the  office  of  Fence 
Viewer  in  the  aforesaid  Corporation  of  the  Township 
of  Matsqui  shall  be  guided  in  the  official  capacity  by 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  regulating  Boundary  Fences 
and  Water-courses,  1876,  and  amendments  thereto. 

2.  In  respect  to  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  line  fences  owners  of  adjoining  lands  shall  make, 
maintain  and  repair  a just  portion  of  the  fence  which 
marks  the  boundary  between  them,  or  if  there  is  no 
fence  they  shall  so  make,  keep  up  and  repair  the  same 
proportion  which  is  to  mark  off  such  boundary,  and 
when  it  is  in  the  interest  of  owners  of  adjoining  lands 
to  open  a ditch  or  other  water-course  for  the  purpose 
of  letting  off  surplus  water  from  swamps  and  low  miry 
lands  in  order  to  enable  the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof 
to  cultivate  or  improve  the  same,  such  parties  shall 
open  a just  and  fair  proportion  of  such  ditch  or  water- 
course, according  to  their  several  interests. 

3.  In  case  of  a dispute  between  owners  respecting
